LEGISLATIVE SUMMARY.—In the 
Senate yesterday the Committee on 
Agriculture reported favorably on 
the bill renealing the law giving 
$1,500 to the State Agricultural Soci- 
ety, and $50 to all County Agricul- 
tural Societies, with the amendment 
that the law do not go into effect 
until Jan. Ist, 1876. 

A warm discussion occurred in the 
Senate over the .bill of Mr. Bell to 
appoint an auditing committee of 
three gentlemen of the city of New- 
bern, in order to remedy the griev- 
ous financial management under 
which the people of that town 
have been laboring. Mr. Bell warm- 
ly advocated the bill, which was op- 
posed by Messrs. Cantwell and Tuck- 
er. During the discussion, Mr. Bell 
read a certificate from Mr. James C. 
Harrison, Republican Commissioner 
of the county of Craven, who, under 
the sealof his office, states that A. 
Hahn is surety to the Clerk, Treas- 
urer and Sheriff to the amount of 
$196,000, while he only justifies to 
$32,000. M. Hahn is surety to the 
Sheriff and Treasurer to the amount 
of $186,000, and justifies to only 
$31.000. The amount of taxable pro- 
perty given in by the Messrs. Hahn 
for the year 1874: real estate, nothing, 
personal property and stock of goods, 
$1,800,which was increased by the 
Commissioners to $6,150. Mr. Bell 
asked if this was not sufficient evi- 
dence of the necessity for the relief 
prayed? The bill passed is several 
readings by a strict party yote.

They are 
surprised to learn that in this incred- 
able short time their Legisla- 
ture has despoiled their county, to- 


| gether with the honorable old coun- 


ties of Sampson and Wayne, and 
of the portions so taken, made the 
new county of ‘Cohara,’’ named 
after two miserable muddy swamps

*Big Cohara”’ and ‘Little Conara.” 
This bill,as we learn from the NEws’ 
reports, was warmly advocated by 
Mr. Bizzell, of Johnston, and Mr. 
hei posed 

rough at their request, o 
only by three coleved We 
also learn from the same reports that 
this measure was pushed through at 
a time when only sixty-two members 
were in their seats. We _ protest 
against any such legislation. 

Our representative, Mr. Bizzell, 
well Knew that he was not reflecting 
the wishes of eight-tenths of the peo- 
ple he was then proposing to repre- 
sent. We assert that a large portion 
of the people living in the section 


proposed to be cut off express them- 


selves as being dissatisfied, and many 
who signed the petition to the Legis- 
lature for a new county were in- 
fluenced to do so under promises that 
cannot be complied with. 

The bill having passed its several 
readings in the lower House, we ask 
the Senate, the honorable Senate of 
North Carolina, to check this and all 
such special local legislation. See 
where we are drifting. See how un- 
equal representation now is in the 
lower House. Forma few more new 
counties ‘‘or legislate neighborhoods 
into counties” entitled to their repre- 
sentatives, and old Johnston will 
send but one representative. The 
large and wealthy counties of New 
Hanover, Craven, Edgecombe, War- 
ren, and Mecklenburg will have only 
one representative. Wake, even 
Wake, with her four representatives 
and all her wealth and talent, will be 
entitled to only one representative, 
the same as the little county of

CAROLINA. 


THIRTY-EIGHTH DAY. 


JANUARY 27th, 1875. 

Senate met at 11 o’clock, President 
Armfield in the chair. 

The journal of yesterday read and

Mr. Jernigan moved that no coun- 
ty lands be sold or hypothecated for 
less than 80 per cent. in money or 
par value thereof. Amendment ac- 
cepted, and the bill passed its second 
reading by 44 ayes, noes none.

PETITIONS. 


Mr. Busbee, a petition from certain 
citizens of Johuston county, praying 
that certain portions of that county 
be transferred to and form part of 
Wake county. Petition with accom- 
panying bill referred. 

Mr. Bell, a petition from certain 
citizens of Craven county, prayin 
against the passage of the stock bil 
now pending before the Legislature 
and referring to that immediate lo- 
cality. Filed with the bill. 


BILLS CONSIDERED. 


On motion of Mr. Morehead, the 
bill to provide for two additional 
terms of the Superior Court for Meck- 
lenburg county, was taken up and 

its third reading. 

On motion of Mr. Bell, the bill to 
amend the charter of the city of New- 
bern, appointing an auditing com- 
mittee for that city, was taken up. 

Tucker, colored, said the majority 
of the citizens of Newbern did not 
want this bill passed. 

Mr. Bell said the tax-paying citi- 
zens of Newbern wanted this bill to 

rotect them against the mal-admin- 

stration of the financial affairs of 
that city at the hands of those who 
only give straw bonds, leaving the 
city at the mercy of those who are in 
no way responsible for their conduct. 
Newbern was a nest of Radical cor- 
ruption—we were nursing a New 
Orleans in our midst, and the honest 
people only asked an honest auditing 
com mitteein order that their finances 
may be saved from this corruptin 

influence. He was surprised to fin 

any Republican on this floor who 
had A ans audacity to defend the action 
of -eorrupt ‘officials | who had 
ruined and impoverished that city. 

Tucker spoke inst the bill. His 
people had made away with no 
money. He was opposed to the 
Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners, Mr. Stanley, and 
could not endorse his action. 

Tucker moved that the bill be sub- 
mitted to the voters of the city of 
— Lost, by a strict party 
vote. 

The bill passed its second read- 
ing, and being placed upon its third 
twell opposed its passag 
Mr. Cantwell op ts e. 
He contended that the General As- 
sembly had no right to interfere with 
the local government of Newbern or 
any other place in the State. There 
were other remedies, legal ones. 
Let a Convention be called and the 
government of the counties vested 
where it belonged, in the hands of 
Magistrates elected by the Legisla- 
ture. 

Mr. Mills asked if the counties in 
the State stood in the same relation 
to the State asthe State did to the 
Federal Government ? 

Mr. Cantwell stated that in certain 
cases, and this was one of them, the 
General Assembly had no right toin- 
terfere with the local government of 
corporations and counties. 

Mr. Waring asked if the Legisla- 
ture was not here to answer grieyan- 
ces upon petition ? 

Mr. Cantwell said there were coun- 
ty officers who could be punished for 
failure to perform their duty, and 
this was the redress. 

Mr. French asked if the Senator 
could find in the Constitution of the 
Federal Government any feature 
showing that the United States was 
not the creature instead of the crea- 
tor. 

Mr. Cantwell proceeded to answer, 
saying in the course of his remarks 
that in demanding a new Constitu- 
tion for this State he did not ask the 
the consent ofany party or parties. 

Mr. Morehead stated the gentle- 
man need not beafraid. ‘‘A telegram 
had been received by a member of 
the House of Representatives from 
President Grant, saying he had no 
idea of interfering in our affairs.”’ 

Mr. Kerr asked the Senator from 
New Hanoverif he did notthink the 
General Assembly had a right to in- 
terfere in the control of corporate 
towns when, in 1868, he was appoin- 
teda Judicial officer for the city of 
Wilmington? 

We did not hear Mr. Cantwell’s re- 
ply to this query. 

he bill passed its third reading by 
a vote of 34 to 9,a strict party vote. 


SPECIAL ORDER. 


Mr. Morehead’s bill, for the relief 
of disabled Confederate soldiers from 
North Carolina, relieving them from 
taxation in certain cases, was consi- 
dered. 

Mr. Morehead ex;lained the pro- 
visions of the bill. 

The bill was discussed by Messrs. 
Kerr, Linney and Morehead as to its 
constitutionality. 

Mr. Parrish offered an amendment 
enlarging the provisions of the bill 
in favor of this class of citizens. He 
did not doubt its constitutionality. 
Adopted. 

Mr. Cantwell offered an amend- 
ment to include all citizens of the 
State who may have been disabled in 
the service of the State during the 
late war. Lost. 

The bill was put upon its third 
reading and lost by a vote of 19 to 26. 

Several of the members explained 
their reasons for ng against the 
bill—_that they deemed it unconsti- 
tutional, and that it opened up the 
road to fraud. 

Mr. French moved that the bill to 
amend the charter of the city of Wil- 
mington be made the special order 
for to-morrow 12} o’clock.

The Civil Rights Bill About to Pass 
from the Control of Butler. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27—HovUSsE.— 
The caucus resolved to instruct the 
Judiciary Committee to report the 
Civil Rights bill as the regular order. 
This takes the control from Butler, 
and staves the action off for two 
weeks. The best parliamentarians 
say there is machinery to push it 
over until the 4th of March. 

LATER. 


Butler, of Massachusetts, as a ques- 
tion of privilege, called up the mo- 
tion made by him last session to re- 
consider the vote by which the Civil 
Rights bill was referred to the Judi- 
ciary Committee. 

A point of order was raised, but the 
s decided ‘‘on the authority of 
that day’s journal of proceedings’ 
that the right existed, and thereupon 
the Democrats fell back upon the 
policy of fiilbustering, and the House 
1s now engaged in that business.

MADRID, Jan. 27.—Prince Direve- 
ro commands the 2nd corps of the 
army of the North.

Senatorial Contest. 
WISCONSIN, Jan. 27.—No compro- 
mise in the Senatorial contest has 
been effected. The supporters of 
Carpenter and the bolters failed. 


MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 
FROM WASHINGTON. 


Congre:sional and Other Matters. 


WASHINGTON, January 27.—The 
words *‘in order,’”’ inserted in caucus 
action, was not understood by many 
members. It appears that the Ju- 
diciary Committee had presented 
their bill, and that a motion to recon- 
sider was pending, which Butler, 
ehairman of the committee, could 
call up at any time. This he did to- 
day in order, as directed by the 
caucus. 

The House has been fillibustering 
all day, and is still at it. 

Pensions.—The committee will re- 
port favorably on the bill to pension 
the Mexican war veterans, of whom 
there are twenty thousand. 

The bill over which the House is 
fillibustering excludes the school 
and cemetery clauses. 

Conkling will follow Thurman on 
the Louisiana question. 

In the Senate Scott, of Pennsylva- 
nia, from the Committee on Claims, 
reported adversely on the bill to fa- 
cilitate and reduce the expenses of 
taking testimony in behalf of claim- 
antsto be used before the Commis- 
sioners of Claims, and it was indefin- 
itely postponed. He said the objects 
of this bill had been already supplied 
by the House bill. 

Patterson, of South Carolina, pre- 
sented concurrent resolutions from 
the General Assembly of that State 
for an appropriation of one hundred 
thousand doHars for the improve- 
ment of Charleston harbor. Com- 
merce. 

The Louisiana question was re- 
sumed, and Thurman occupied the 
balance of the day. He reviewed at 
some length the circumstances at- 
tending the election of 1872, as well 
as the last election, and read fre- 
quently from the report of the Sen- 
ate committee in regard to the frauds 
of the Lynch returning board. He 
commented upon the message of the 
President in reply toa resolution of 
the 8th instant, and said a paper more 
dull of omissions of material facts 
never emanated from the Chief Mag- 
istrate cf this country. He argued 
that the dispatches of Sheridan were 
one-sided, and did not te!l the whole 
truth. He replied to the charges of 
Southern outrages, and said che great 
majority of homicides in the South 
were committed by blacks upon 
blacks, and were not by whites upon 
blacks, as had been charged. In con- 
clusion he said it was a bad thing to 
assassinate aman, but a worse thing 
to assassinate the constitution of a 
State. These acts of the military in 
Louisiana have driven “a dagger to 
the heart of free institutions iu this 
country. :

v. G. W. Peterkin, of Memorial 
church, Baltimore, acted as Master of 
Ceremonies. Kev. C. J. Gibson, of 
Grace church, Petersburg, Va., and 
Rev. Thos. A. Jaggar, of the church 
of the Holy Trinity, Philadelphia, 
read the morning service. 

The first lesson was read by Rev. 
Frederick James, Rector of Saint 
Mark’s church, of this city, and the 
second lesson by Rev. Cannon Ban- 
croft, of Montreal, Canada. The 
sermon was preached by Bishop 
Johns, of Virginia, and the Conse- 
cration service performed by Bishop 
Smith, of Kentucky, senior Bishop 
of the Episcopal church, Rev. Dr. 
Whittle, Assistant Bishop of Vir- 

nia, Rev. Dr. Pinckney, Assistant 

ishop of Maryland and Rev. Dr. 
Heltmuth, Lord Bishop of Huron, 
Canada, took part in the ceremonies. 

A large number of Episcopal cler- 

men from New York, Philadel- 
Shia, Washington, Virginia and 
other places were present. The cer- 
emonies were of the most impressive 
and interesting character.
